Wheat was replaced by lesg ex- 
haustive crops in the older settled country, ana the wheat area yjashed first 
further west and then further ncrth where the native fertility yet remained 
in the sei.

Wilcox Sent Up For Trial 

Reina, Assa., May 10.—The  pre- 
liminary trial ef J. H. Wilcox came 
to an end yesterday afternoon, and 
the “accused was committed to stand 
his trial at the next sittings of the 
eyurt here on the charge of stealing 
ten thousand dollars from the mails. 

The only witness examined was 
Lawyer J. A. Bangs; of Calgary, who 
was resently committed to stand trial 
for complicity in the rebbery. Dangs 
was admitted to bail, and was imme- 
diately taken to the police station 
and placed in the box by the crown 
as a witness against Wilcox. 

In his evidence Bangs admitted 
fending Boyce 31,969 on a mortgage, 
the money being paid in Rank. of Ham- 
iiton bills. Bangs further stated he 
had his neck broekn by being thrown 
the neighborhood of seven or cight 
thousand dollars in Bank of Hamil- 
ton bills of denominations of fives 
and tens. 

When asked as to who he get it 
from, witness said from a client. 

Asked what client, the witness re- 
fused to say.

ther it was stolen money, bat Mr. 


Mackenzie, counsel for Wilcox, raised | 


an objestion to having a privileged 
communication between lawyer and 
client admitted to court. 

A lengthy argument ensued. Mac- 
kenzie held that any privileged com- 
munications between a lawyer and his 
client could not be brought out, nor 
the effest of anything said between a 
lawyer and his client. 

Mr. Johnston contended that where 
there was a fraud existing belween 
a law and a slient the argument 
adv erat by the defence did not held 
red good. 

Mr. Mackenzie still further object- 
ed that the conversaticn between 
Bangs and wilcox was pvivileged as 
| between solicitor and client, and 
maintained that while Johnston's ar- 
gument might be géed where fraud 
was shown, no such fraud had been 
shown. He referred to the statement 
made by the justice of the peace 
hearing tbe case made at the previous 
hearing to the effect that “no evi- 
denet had as yet been produced by 
the crown to connect Wiicox with 
the frand,” and contended that up to 
the very momeut of Mr. Johnstone's 
present argument, nothing had been 
shown to connect Wileox with the 
fraud. 

His worship decided, however, to 
allow the question put by the prose- 
cutor. 

Mr. Jchnstone then proceeded to ask 
Bangs if he had recsived the money 
from Wiilcor., After som> hesitatios 
Bangs stated he had not received the: 
money from Wilcox. He received it 
from no one, but had gone to a cer- 
tain place and got the money. He had 
been told by Wilcox the money was
